Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The attorney of record gave a brief overview of the present invention and explained how, in his opinion, the cited 
references failed to satisfy each and every recitation of independent claim 1. In particular, the attorney pointed out that 
the present invention involved setting metadata that indicated the initiation of the transfer of data where Schwartz et al 
taught the metadata packet initiating the forwarding of the packet to the network (column 7, line 66 through column 8,; 
line 47.) Further, the attorney indicated that the cited reference did not indicate the "successful" completion of transfer 
of data. The examiner indicated that the successful transfer of data in Boggs et al was indicated by incrementing a VSI 
counter whenever there was a major change of states related to the VSI, such as when a VSI was successfully 
exported to a network (column 19, lines 61-65). The attorney also indicated that the present invention involved 
transferring of the data from a data system to a file system, which in the examiner's interpretation, was taught by 
Boggs's "identification of at-risk data in a system with redundant components" (Abstract). 

The examiner proposed amending independent claims 18 and 29 to include the limitations of dependent claims 21 and 
31 respectively, to recite the limitation of "deleting data" and "setting the metadata to indicate the successful deletion in 
response to the determination that the deletion of data was successful". 

The attorney will file an official response upon discussing the options with the applicant. 
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
